The herds come from the 
north and west, swim the Yukon: Riv- 
er und disappear into the barren 
wastes to the south and east, evident- 
ly in search of forage.

Doctors May Be Paid According To 
Death Rate Says Greenwich 

| Health Officer 

“No more doctors’ bills” is a slogan 
that will appeal to all heads of fam- 
ilies. 

This is Dr.-E, G. Annis, Medical 
Officer of Health for Greenwich, who 
says that the diminishing death-rate, 
which is one of the brightest features | 
of modern life, probably means a sim- 
ilarly diminishing sickness rate, and 
predicts that a different method 
paying for medical services will have 
| to be adopted shortly. 

He suggests that doctors should be 
paid on a sort of sliding scale, based 
on the death rate, They would receive 
more when the death rate became 
lower and less when it became higher. 

If this system had been in force 
during the last eighty years, the med- 
ical profession would have done v 
well out of it, for the death rate has 
, been halved in that period.

Storing Honeycomb: 


Must Be Carefully Protected When 
Not tm Use In Hives 
Preparing the bees for winter and 
putting them away in cellar or puck- 
ing case is not the only work that 
demands the beékeeper's attention in 


| the fall, In addition to the bees there 


is a lot of valuable equipment that re- 
quires careful storage during the win- 
ter if losses are to be avoided, The 
most valuable asset a beekeeper cen 
nave, outside of his bees, is a good 
supply of drawn combs but if these 
are not carefully protected when not 
in use on the hives, they may be to- 
tally destroyed by rodents or wax 
moth larvae, 

The best method of storing combs 
is to place them in supers and then 
stack the supers one above the other 
in tiers with n queen excluder or in- 
verted hive cover beneath and another 
cover on top of each pile, this will 


lsgave the combs from the ravages of 
damage * 


rats or mice, To prevent 
from wax moth the supers of combs 
should be stored in some unheated 
building for the winter. Wax moth 
will not develop in low temnrerature 
and 21 degrees of frost will destroy 
them without harming the combs. 
Any unused foundation is best w? 
ped in paper and stored in tight 
ting boxes. Foundation should not be 
exposed to low temperatures as it be- 
comes very brittle when cold and is 
easily broken, Other equipment, such 
as hive bodies, supers, floor boards. 
covers and empty frames should of 
course under cover where 
it is convenient to do any work that 
is necessary to them during the win- 
ter. The extractor, honey tanks, cap-
